AGAIN ABUNDANT 


Already a 
Number* of Complaints 


Have Been Received From Far­ 
mers in Southern States 


VERY D EST R U C T IV E TO PLANT 


Thoroughly Plowing Under Clover at 


End of Second Year Will De­ 


stroy All in Old Crop 


Lafayette, Ind., April 23.—Green 
worms, known as the 
clover 
leal 
weevil, which were 
abundant, and 
in some sections of Indiana very de­ 
structive to clover, early last spring, 
arc apparently 
generally abundant 
again this spring. Already a nunil>er 
of complaints have 
lieen 
received 
from farmers in the southern end 
of the state by the Agricultural Kx- 
1 Kiiment Station at Purdue 
Univer­ 
sity. 
#The worms winter in clover fields 
at the b a se s of the plants, beneath 
rubbi-di and leaves in the field and 
are ready to liegin 1'ceding on the 
new tender clover foliage and shoots 
as <oon a< spring comes. They first 
eat holes in the leaves but may eat 
into the 
shoots 
and 
in this way 
check growth and if abundant kill 
the plant. 
The larva feeds in the spring for 
several weeks, becoming full grown 
and ready to change to the lteetle by 
about the middle of May as a rule 
in central Indiana. 
“Quite frequently this insect 
is 
checked before doing much damage 
by 
a 
fungous di"c;iM* which kills* 
them off but this natural control, un­ 
fortunately, cannot he de]>ended up­ 
on," said Prof. J. J. Davis, head of 


the entomology department. 
“Thor­ 
oughly plowing under clover at the 
end of the second year will effec­ 
tively destroy 
practically all that 
are in the old crop and is a good 
general practice to follow to hold in 
check many other clover pests. 
An­ 
other 
practice 
which 
has 
been 
adopted where clover insects are be­ 
coming important is to pasture 
the 
clover lightly or to clip it back in 
the spring, such a practice not hurt­ 
ing the clover and is highly desir­ 
able as a means of cheeking several 
different kinds of insects found 
on 
clover. 
It is possible, and if facilities are 
available, practicable, to immediately 
cheek the injury by applying* arsen­ 
ate of lead either as a dust or as a 
liquid spray. 
As a spray it is used 
at the rate of 1 pound of the powder 
to 30 gallons of water. 
It would be* 
inadvisable to dust or spray when 
the clover is being pastured but if 
the clover is for hay there would lie 
no danger as most of the lead would 
1h* washed off and the small amount 
remaining together with the relative­ 
ly large amount of new growth would 
not be harmful to farm animals. 


SEED SHOULD BE FREE 
OF WEEDS TO WIN BATTLE

FINE SOIL FOR ROOT CROPS 


GROW CROP OF LATE CABBAGE 


Land That Has Been Utilized for Peas, 
Potatoes or Beans Is Usually 
Made Use of. 


Late cabbage is usually grown on 
land that lias been utilized for peas> 
early potatoes, or beans during the 
early part of the season. 
The seed 
slmuld be sown in a seed box or a 
special outdoor bed four to six weeks 
before the plants are needed for set­ 
ting. The seed should not be sown too 
thickly, and it is a good plan to thin 
the plants to an even stand in the seed 
bed, so they will develop uniformly. 
The land on which late cabbage Ls 
grown should be well fertilized, and 
the plants set 18 to 20 inches apart ia 
rows three feet apart. 


Carrots, Parsnips and Salsify Want to 
Grow Straight, but Clods 
Work Injury. 


Do you want long, straight carrots, 
parsnips,

salsify,

Dig extra deep, making the soil fine 
and mellow where these crops are to 
grow, and see that all manure Is finely 
pulverized and all fertilizer thorough­ 
ly mixed with the soil.

CLOVER WEEVIL 


AGAIN ABUNDANT 


Already a Number* of Complaints 


Have Been Received From Far- 


mers in Southern States 


VERY DESTRUCTIVE TO PLANT 


Thoroughly Plowing Under Clover at 


End of Second Year Will De- 


stroy All in Old Crop

Lafayette, Ind., April 25'.—Green 


worms, known as the 
clover lea£ 


weevil, which were ^o abundant, arid 
in some sections of Indiana, very de- 
structive to clover, early last spring, 
are apparently 
generally abundant 


again this spring. Already a number 
iif complaints have been received 
from farmers in the southern end 
of the slate by the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Sfatiou at Purdue 
Univer- 


sity. 


,The worms winter in clover fields 


at the bases of the plants, beneath 
rubbish and leaves in the field and 
are ready to begin feeding on the 
new tender clover foliage and shoots 
as soon as spring conies. They first 
eat holes in the leaves but may eat 
into the 
shoots 
and 
in this way 


check growth and if abundant kill 
the plant. 


The larva feeds in the spring for 


several weeks, becoming full grown 
and ready to change to the beetle by 
about the middle of May as a rule 
in central Indiana. 


"Quite frequently this insect 
is 


checked before doing much damage 
by a fungous disease which kills 
Ibein off but this natural control, un- 
fortunately, cannot be depended up- 
on," said Prof. J. J. Davis, head of 


the entomology department. "Thor- 
oughly plowing under clover at the 
end of the second year will1 effec- 
tively destroy 
practically- all that 


are in the old. crop and-is'a good 
general practice to follow to hold in 
check many other clover pests. An- 
other 
practice -which, has 
been 


adopted where clover insects are be- 
coming important js to pasture the 
clover lightly-or to clip" it back in 
the spring, such a -practice not hurt- 
ing the clover and is highly, desir- 
able as. a means of cheeking several 
different kinds of'insects found 
on 


clover. 


It is possible, and if1 facilities, are 


available, practicable, to immediately 
cheek the injury by applying! arsen- 
afe of lead either as a dust or as/i 
liquid spray. As a spray it is used 
at the rate of 1 pound of the powder 
to 50 gallons of water. - It would be 
inadvisable to dust or spray when 
the clover is being pastured but if 
the clover is for hay there would be 
no danger as most of the lead would 
be washed off and the small amount 
remaining together with-the relative- 
ly large amount,of new growth would 
not be harmful to farm animals. 


GROW CROP OF LATE CABBAGE

ter part of August, among which 
were thirteen head of pure-lired Po- 
land Chinas. The rest of the hunch 
were a cross between pure-bred Po- 
land and Durocs. According to his 
report, the thirteen pure-bred aver- 
aged 250 Ibs, while the cross-breds 
averaged only 210 Ibs., a, difference 
of 40 Ibs., in favor of the pure-bred 
hog- 


According to Mr. 
Plcssinger's 


statement regarding his experience 
with feeding these hogs, there was 
not more than 10 days difference be- 
tween the first and last litters far- 


rowed, and in fact the majority of 
the cross-breeders were among the 
first litters farrowed. 


These hogs received a ration of 


corn and tankage. The tankage was 
fed in a self feeder and the 'corn 
was hand-fed until the last month of 
the feeding period, when the tankage 
was discontinued and ground corn 
was fed in self-feeders.
